Cars from 36 states have been 
parked on surrounding streets, 
they reported. 

Interment was at Oakwood Cem- 
etery. The grave, 12 feet long and 
five feet wide, was lined with re- 
inforced concrete. Looking on, 
while the Masonic lodge conducted 
services, were Wadlow’ parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harold F. Wadlow; 
his two sisters, Helen, 18 years old, 
and Betty, 10, and two brothers, 
Eugene, 19, and Harold Jr., 8, all 
of normal stature. 


HEAT WAVE IN MIDDLE WEST; 
109 AT PHILIPSBURG, KAN, 


Little Prospect of Relief Till Mon- 
day; Hot Weather Drying 
Up Crops. 

CHICAGO, July 20 (AP).—The 
most intense heat wave of the 
year sent the mercury climbing to- 
ward the high nineties in the Mid- 
dle-West today with only temporary 
relief in sight. Thundershowers 
were forecast for parts of the Cen- 
tral United States but there was 
little prospect of general relief be- 
fore Monday. Six deaths have been 
attributed to the heat. 

High temperatures were reported 
draining the spring wheat belt and 
corn producing areas of the reserve 
supply of moisture.

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HITLER PLAN T0 OFFER

LONDON, July 20. (AP) 


HE London Sketch, in its 
T “Inside Information” column, 

said today that one of the 
things Adolf Hitler failed to 
mention in his speech was a 
“fantastic plan to ‘offer’ Canada 
to the United States, which Rib- 
bentrop (German Foreign Min- 
ister) conceived and is having 
circulated tentatively in Wash- 
ington.” 

The paper added that by this 
plan, which it said had been 
communicated to leading propa- 
gandists in the United States, 
“Hitler will give a solemn pledge 
not to interfere in the Americas 
after he has ‘finished’ with Brit- 
ain. “As proof of his sincerity, 
he would agree to the incorpor- 
ation of Canada.” 


MAN IN NIGHTMARE 
KILLS DAUGHTER HE 
DREAMS IS MAD DOG 


Flails Child, 3, Against Wall of 
Bedroom Under Illusion He 
Is Protecting Her. 


MUNFORD, Tenn., July 20 (AP). 
—Reuben Flynn told today of a 
nightmare that made him leap from 
bed and kill his little daughter un- 
der the illusion she was a mad dog. 
Magistrate C. L. McCain said 
Flynn’s strange story had been in- 
vestigated and no charges were be- 
ing filed in the death of 33-year-old 
Helen Marie Flynn at their tenant 
farm-home Thursday night. 

The family was awakened by the 
child’s screams, found the father 
flailing her against the walls of a 
bedroom where she had been sleep- 
ing with her parents. Awakened, 
Flynn told dazedly of his dream 
that a dog was attacking the child. 
The girl’s skull was crushed and 
she died in a few hours. 

The Rev. C. B. Betts, a neighbor, 
said of the tragedy: 

“As soon as they got Mr. Flynn 
awake he hugged the dying baby in 
his arms and would hardly turn her 
loose. He is a kind and gentle man.”

sonian Democrats.

3,000,000 PARISIANS FLED 
FROM NAZIS, CENSUS SHOWS 


Many Now Returning—July 7 Count 
Dsiclosed 1,938,832 Persons 
in City and Suburbs. 

PARIS, July 17 (Delayed)—(AP 
via Berlin).—More than 3,000,000 
persons fled the Paris region due 
to the Nazi invasion, French police 
census figures revealed today. 

A census taken July 7 showed 
a population of 1,938,832 in Paris 
and its suburbs—or a reduction of 
3,024,135 persons. 

Many refugees now are return- 
ing to the capital.

BRITISH RESGUE 
vo FROM SINKING 
ITALIAN GRUISER 


Not More Than 300 of Bar- 
tholomeo Colleoni’s Crew 
Lost, It Is Said—Story of 
Naval Battle. 


CAIRO, July 20 (AP).—The Brit- 
ish rescued 545 men from the Bar- 
tholomeo Colleoni, Italian cruiser 
sunk in the Mediterranean naval 
battle yesterday, a British com- 
munique asserted. Italian casual- 
ties: were reckoned unofficially at 
not more than 300. The captain 
was among those saved. 

No casualties were suffered by 
the British in t the British 
said, although eden r fore’ 
bombed their ships several times 
while they were rescuing the Ital- 
jans from the water and while the 
fleet was returning to its base. 

Italian communiques' asserted 
their air force sank one British war- 
ship. 

An Associated Press correspond- 
ent stood on the deck of one of the 
British destroyers at Alexandria 
and watched the Italian survivors, 
listless and most of them covered 
only by lifebelts or shorts, gingerly 
walk down the gangplank onto the 
blazing hot quay as prisoners. 

Most of them gave the Fascist sa- 
lute—the only salute they knew— 
and murmured “Thank you” to Brit- 
ish ships’ officers as they stepped 
onto Egyptian soil. 

One British officer told of the 
fight: 

“We sighted two Italian cruisers 
and immediately opened fire. One 
Italian cruiser turned tail in a hur- 
ry, but Bartholomeo Colleoni tar- 
ried long enough to answer our fire, 
then started a mad dash in any di- 
rection that seemed to represent 
safety. We followed, keeping up a 
steady fire. The Italian cruiser fired 
at us sporadically, but did not hit 
anything and continued its effort to 
get aw: y. She relied upon her su- 
perior speed of 40 knots, but we 
were too close at the time of the 
attack to permit that. 

“One of our shells hit the boiler 
room of the Bartholomeo Colleoni. 
We continued shelling, but the Ital- 
ian commander ordered the crew to 
abandon ship because they had 
started stripping themselves of their 
clothing and flinging themselves 
overboard. As we came up they 
were crying to us to save them. ° 

“We immediately started picking 
up what Italians we could, while 
continuing to shell the cruiser, then 
we launched two torpedoes. which 
landed squarely amidships and 
started ..er on the way down. An- 
other torpedo reached the cruiser’s 
Magazine so that her ammunition 
started exploding like an American 
Fourth of July celebration. That 
was the end.” 


PRESIDENT SIGNS 
NAVY EXPANSION 
AND HATCH BIL 


$4,610,000,000 Measure 
Provides for Two-Ocean 
Fleet Capable of Meeting 
Any Combination. 


CAMPAIGN GIFTS 
LIMITED TO $5000 


Party Barred From Spend- 
ing More Than 3 Millions 
in Year—Curb on State, 
City Employes. 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has signed into 
law a bill authorizing a $4,610,000,- 
000 expansion of the navy designed 
to give the United States a two- 
ocean fleet capable of meeting any 
possible hostile combination. 

The President also has signed 
the Hatch bill extending to many 
thousands of State and local gov- 
ernment employes existing restric- 
tions on political activity by Fed- 
eral workers and limiting the size 


of campaign contributions. 

Announcement of the President’s 
action was made at the White 
House while Roosevelt was cruising 
on the Potomac River. 

Roosevelt already had asked Con- 
gress to provide $83,000,000 to start 
work on the new program which, 
when completed in 1946 or 1947, 
would give the country a total of 
701 fighting craft built around the 
world's most powerful single ag- 
gregation of capital ships—39 
dreadnaughts. 


15,000 Navy Planes. 

In addition to about 200 new 
surface ships and submarines to 
cost $4,010,000,000 with the addi- 
tional facilities they will require, 
the new law authorized the navy 
to acquire for $600,000,000 a total 
of 15,000 airplanes, 50 per cent more 
than the previously authorized 
maximum.. If the President deems 
Mhem necessary even more maybe 
ordered. 

To expedite the construction of 
the mammoth fleet, the new act 
authorizes an appropriation of 
$150,000,000 for essential equipment 
and facilities at either private or 
naval shipyards, an additional $65,- 
000,000 for expansion of facilities 
for the production of ordnance and 
munitions at either Government or 
private factories and $35,000,000 to 
expand the nation’s limited armor- 
making plants. 

Besides the 200 combat ships, the 

law also authorizes construction or 
conversion of 100,000 tons of auxil- 
iary vessels such as tankers, sea- 
plane tenders and repair ships, 
and a $50,000,000 fleet of small pa- 
trol and escort vessels and motor 
torpedo boats. 
The huge armada, with greater 
range and striking power than any 
other in the world’s history, will be 
designed to enable the navy to 
meet attacks in the Atlantic and 
Pacific at, the same time, if neces- 
sary, and to meet the enemy 1000 
miles or more from this country’s 
shores. 


70 Pct. Fleet Expansion. 


The new law authorizes a 70 
per cemt expansio of the fleet 
which would add 1,325,000 tons of 
combatant ships to the navy. For 
reasons of military secrecy, the 
exact number of each type of ship 
in the new program was not dis- 
closed. By tonnages, however, the 
increase in each major category 
would be as follows: 

Battleships, 385,000 tons; aircraft 
carriers, 200,000 tons; cruisers, 420,- 
000 tons; destroyers, 250,000 tons 
and submarines, 70,000 tons. 

The completed navy of 701 fight- 
ing ships would include 35 battle- 
ships, 20 aircraft carriers, 88 cruis- 
ers, 378 destroyers and 180 sub- 
marines. Congressional sources es- 
timated it would cost about $2,- 
000,000,000 a year for the next 
seven years to construct this gi- 
gantic fleet and maintain the ships

BRITAIN UNMOVED 
BY “PEALE OFFER: 
READY FOR ATTACK 


Many Dismiss _ Hitler’s 
‘Final Appeal’ as Effort 
to Drive Wedge Between 
Churchill and People. 


LONDON, July 20 (AP).—Brit- 
tain ignored Adolf Hitler’s final 
appeal for peace on his own terms 
today and indicated it was ready 


for a test of strength, undaunted 
by Nazi threats driven home by 
one of the worst air raids of the 
war. 

A scornful silence was the gov- 
ernment’s answer to the German 
dictator, who yesterday gave Eng- 
land the choice on coming to 
terms or facing “total destruc- 
tion.” 

It was intimated that Prime Min- 
ister Churchill might have some 
comment to make in the House 
of Commons Tuesday, but official 
circles pointed out hat he had em- 
phasized only last Sunday Britain’s 
determination to fight .on to a 
finish and they déclared that Hit- 
ler’s “offer” scarcely merited an 
answer. 

The press and public were more 
vocal in their reaction to the Fueh- 
rer’s speech, which was viewed in 
many quarters as nothing more 
than an effort to drive a wedge 
between Churchill and the people. 

Hitler’s assertiom& that the Brit- 


ish people were bein led astray by 
their leaders in ntinuing the 
war was heard the public by 


radio and wasread in the press, 
which carried full texts of the 
speech. They were able to hear 
Hitler’s full argument. 

The London Times summed up 
the issue by declaring that Hit- 
ler had admitted the “perfunctory” 
nature of his offer by failing to 
mention any terms on which peace 
is possible, and added: 

“We can do no other than fight 
to the last extremity.” 

There appeared to be general 
agreement that Hitler’s utterances 
had not changed the situation so 
far as Britain’s attitude is con- 
cerned. 

Said the Liberal News Chronicle: 

“Hitler speaks in vain. We ex- 
pect his ‘last appeal to common 
sense’ to be followed by action 
against this country. We are pre- 
pared to meet it and strike back.” 

The Daily Mail called the speech 
“pure propaganda,” and the La- 
borite Herald, borrowing a phrase 
used 12 hours before by President 
Roosevelt in warning the United 
States not to be caught unpre- 
pared, said it was “a false lullaby 
of appeasement.” 


NAZIS REPORTED TO BE TAKING 
CENSUS OF ALSACE-LORRAINE 


NEW YORK, July 20 (AP).— 
A British broadcast heard by NBC 
said today a German commission 
had arrived in French Alsace-Lor- 
raine to take a census determin- 
ing persons of German and those 
of French origin. 

The announcer said this action 
apparently foreshadows incorpora- 
tion of the two provinces into the 
German Reich, 


GERMANS BEHEAD WOMAN 
AS SPY FOR FOREIGN POWER 


BERLIN, July 20 (AP). — Maria 
Diecker, first woman to be execut- 
ed in Germany since February, 
1935, was beheaded today on con- 
viction of spying for an unnamed 
foreign Power. A people’s court 
held she was motivated by “ava- 
rice.”

BRITISH REACTION 
10 HITLER SPEECH 
DISAPPOINTS NAZIS 


‘Rude’ Reception of Offer 
Virtually Ends Peace 
Hope But Radio Keeps 
Repeating Talk. 


BERLIN, July 20 (AP).—German 
hopes that Britain would accept 
Adolf Hitler’s “last” peace offer 
virtually vanished today,. informed 
German quarters said, after receipt 


of the first British reaction— 
termed “rowdyish” and “rude.” 


Informed sources said, however, 
that German radio stations would 
keep on dinning Hitler’s words into 
English ears until the proverbial 
man-in-the-street knows exactly 
what is in store for him if he does 


not get rid of the ruling “pluto- 
cratic clique.” An English transla- 
tion is being broadcast frequently, 
they said. 

Authorized Nazi quarters refused 
to accept the reaction thus far 
made available from Reuters, Brit- 


ish news agency, the British Broad» 


casting Corporation and individual 
newspapers as the true voice of 
the British people. 

These commentaries represent the 
opinion “merely of the plutocratic 
clique,” they asserted, adding: 

“What strikes us is the haste 
with which these insolent commen- 
taries from every capital of the 
world were issued.” 


Up to Fuehrer Now. 


It was emphasized here that it 
now is solely up to the Fuehrer 
to decide the next step and what 
it will be. 

It was announced officially that 
Hitler had a “long conference” with 
Italian Foreign Minister Galeazzo 
Ciano, who occupied a front row 
seat at yesterday’s Reichstag ses- 
sion, 

German Foreign Minister Joa- 

chim von Ribbentrop, Dr. Otto 
Meissner, Nazi Secretary of State; 
Hans Georg-Viktor von Mackensen, 
Ambassador to Rome; and Italian 
Ambassador Dino Alfieri sat in on 
the conference. 
The question of how much breath- 
ing space the Fuehrer would give 
England before launching the long- 
predicted attack in force—since he 
set no time limit in his offer—re- 
mained his secret. 

Presumably Hitler was ap- 
proachable by any channel Eng- 
land might choose. It was re- 
called that France’s capitulation 
was arranged through Spanish dip- 
lomatic mediation, and that Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt, United States Am- 
bassador to France, conveyed the 
news that Paris had been left un- 
defended. 

That Hitler expects there may 
be no official response was indi- 
cated in these words from his dec- 
laration to the Reichstag yester- 
day: 

“Possibly Mr. Churchill will 
again brush aside this statement 
of mine by saying that it is merely 
born of fear and of doubt in our 
final victory. In that case, I shall 
have relieved my conscience in re- 
gard to the things to come.” 


Hitler’s Threat. 


If Britain does not reply favor- 
ably, Hitler predicted “a great em- 
pire will be destroyed, an empire 
which it was never my intention 
to destroy or even to harm.” 

The Fuehrer did not explain how 
Britain might manifest interest, 
nor did he make any special sug- 
gestions as to the nature of the 
new European era he envisions. 
But as to any terms of peace, it 
was clear they would be a victor’s 
conditions. He said: “I am not the 
vanquished, begging favors, but the | 
victor, speaking in the name of 
reason.” 


To the Nazi leadership the choices 
open to Britain were “utterly sim- 
ple”—annihilation on the one hand, 
or a last-minute chance to save 
something out of the situation 
which the leaders said daily is be- 
coming darker to British prospects.

NAZIS BOMB BRITAIN 
ALL DAY IN ONE OF | 
WAR’S WORST RAIDS

LONDON, July 20 (AP).—Gers 
man bombers blasted the length of 
Britain from John O’Groats, the 
tip of Scotland, to Land’s End to~ 
day in pointed emphasis to Adolf 
Hitler’s “last chance” demand to 
make peace or face destruction. 
Roaring across the coast in the 
early morning the Nazis swarmed 
over the country throughout the 
day in one of the worst raids of 
the war. 

Royal Air Force defenders and 
@ squadron of more than 20 Ger<« 
man dive-bombers, escorted by, 
fighter planes, fought a blazing, 
half-hour battle off the southeast 
coast tonight when the Nazi raid« 


ers attacked a string of British 
ships. 

Their motors wide open, the Gers 
man stukas dived time after time 
at the ships, releasing salvos of 
bombs which sent geysers of water 
shooting skyward. 

Billows of smoke from the explo< 
sives virtually obscured the yessels 
as the British fighters swe dn to 
Aid them. 

Sky Alive With Planes. 

In a few seconds the sky was 
alive with planes and bursting anti- 
aircraft shells. It was such a rap- 
idly unfolding scrap that specta- 
tors watching from coastal cliffs 
scarcely could distinguish the Gere 
man planes from the British. 

The British finally broke up the 
German formations and the at- 
tackers streaked back across the 
channel for their bases with R. A, 
F. planes on their tails. 

Observers said they believed at 
least four German planes were 
downed, One plunged straight into 
the sea. One airman bailed out at 
5000 feet. over the sea and another 
took tq his parachute over land. 

It was the second big air scrap 
of the day. 

In mid-afternoon 17 German 
planes in a lightning raid attacked 
ships anchored in a southern har- 
bor, letting go their bomb cargoes 
with a mighty din. Apparently no 
ships were hit. 

Anti-aircraft and fighting planes, 
kept busy fending off the atack- 
ers, broke up this foray. One 
German plane was believed shot 
down in the channel and observers 
said two others might have been 
downed by anti-aircraft fire. 

4 Germans Captured. 
In Southeast England, four Ger 
man airmen, one of them wounded, 
were taken prisoner when their 
bullet-shattered craft fluttered to 
earth, 
Defense forces battled raiders 
over Southwest England, Wales and 
Southeast Scotland. 
A Nazi plane let go three bombs 
over a Northeast Scottish coastal 
town, badly damaging a school. 
At one place, a German plane 
was reported to have machine

ENGLISH SAY THEIR 
CRAFT ARE INTACT 


Fascists Report Heavy Air 
Raids on Gibraltar May 
Force Withdrawal of the 
Hood and Ark Royal. 


ROME, July 20 (AP).—Italy ac- 
knowledged today loss of the cruis- 
er Bartolomeo Colleoni, but claimed 
the sinking of a British warship in 
a three-hour naval battle in the 
middle Mediterranean yesterday. At 
the same time it declared that Ger- 
many’s attack on Britain was only 
“a question of days.” 


This word came from the au- 
thoritative Fascist weekly Relazioni 
Internationali, which described Nazi 
air raids against England as merely 
a preliminary to a great naval op- 
eration. 

“A certain time is necessary for 
extending military operation over 
English territory,” the weekly said. 
“The English may be more clever 
on defense than on attack... but 
this is a war of constant offensives, 
in which the initiative always is 
Germany’s privilege.” 

The weekly said reconstruction 
of Europe would be begun by Adolf 
Hitler and Premier Mussolini alone 
only after “absolute and complete 
victory.” 

The Balkan countries, particular- 
ly Yugoslavia, were warned that 
they would have to realize there is 
a new European order in which 
the Rome-Berlin Axis “is not in- 
elined to tolerate” outmoded “men- 
talities and ideas.” 

Italians have objected to the way 
newspapers accepted British ver- 
sions of the July 8 naval battle in 
the Mediterranean. 

Naval Battle. 

The Italian high command said 
that two Italian cruisers had in- 
flicted serious damage on British 
warships in naval battles yesterday 
near the Greek island of Crete. 

The Italians reported one British 
warship was sunk in flames by 
bombs from an Italian plane. 

(The British Admiralty reported 
yesterday sinking of the Bartolo- 
meo Colleoni in battle with the Aus- 
tralian cruiser Sydney and a smal] 
destroyer force, and said a second 
Italian cruiser had fled. 

The high command’s communique 
said the battle lasted three hours, 
and pitted the Italian 5000-ton light 
cruisers Bartolomeo Colleoni and 
Giovannia Dalle Bandae Nere 
against a British force consisting 
of two 7000-ton armored cruisers 
“of the Sydney type” and four de- 
stroyers. 

“Despite the superiority of the 
enemy forces,” the communique 
said, “our cruisers engaged ‘in bat- 
tle, inflicting serious damage on 
the enemy.” 

Raids on Gibraltar. 

Stefani, the official Italian news 
agency, said that British authorities 
at Gibraltar are considering sendad- 
ing the crack battle cruiser Hood 
and the 22,000-ton aircraft carrier 
Ark Royal elsewhere as soon as 
possible because of Italian bomb- 
ings of the British base. 

Stefani said Italian planes in 
their raids on Thursday dropped 
bombs close to the dockyard where 
the 42,100-ton Hood and the Ark 
Royal were being repaired, and that 
other bombs “seriously damaged” 
supply dumps and dockyard equip- 
ment and caused “indescribable 
panic” among the workers. 

he agency’s account said the 
Italian planes, each carrying two 
tons of bombs, took off at sunset 
along a course marked by the 
lighthouses of the Spanish coast. 

The Italian pilots found the 
British stronghold illuminated when 
they arrived, Stefani said, and ap- 
parently took the defenders by sur- 
prise. 

Bombs were dropped on the dry- 
dock, the dockyard, port equip- 
ment, a workshop, airplane hangars, 
powerhouses and a munitions dump, 
the agency said. 

Raiders Untouched.

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BERLIN, July 20. (AP)—WHen 
the German army began its great 
offensive in the West on May 10, 
the High Command’s strategical 
plan did not contemplate the cap- 
‘ture of Paris, but rather a strong 
drive behind the Maginot line to 
the Swiss frontier, Adolf Hitler dis- 
closed in his address to the Reich- 
stag yesterday. 

Asserting that he himself had 
outlined the plan of operation, Hit- 
ler said that his original intention 
was to aim for the Seine and Le 
Havre, thence to the Swiss bor- 
der. After that a drive was to be 
made in the direction of Bordeaux. 
However, when Paris fell, the 
Germans were able to encircle 
strong French forces, cut them up 
into isolated units and leave Mar- 
shal Petain no choice but to sue for 
peace, the Fuehrer said. 


Description of Battle. 
Hitler’s own description of his 
plan of battle and the ensuing 
events in France follows: 

The careful observations which 
had been made everywhere grad- 
ually compelled us to realize that 
an Anglo-French drive was to be 
expected at any moment, after the 
beginning of May. Between May 6 
and May 30, fears that the advance 
of the Allies into Holland and Bel- 
gium could be expected at any mo- 
ment were multiplied, particularly 
on account of pitiful messages be- 
tween London and Paris, which 
have come to our knowledge. 

The following day, on the eighth, 
I therefore gave orders for an im- 
mediate attack at 5:35 in the morn- 
ing, on May 10. The basic idea of 
these operations was, disregarding 
small unimportant successes, so to 
dispose the entire forces, princi- 
pally the army and the air force, 
that the total destruction of the 
Anglo-French armies would be the 
inevitable consequence so long as 
the operations provided for in the 
plan were correctly executed, 

In contradiction to the Schiefelin 
plan of 1914, I arranged for the op- 
erations to bear mainly on the left 
wing of the front, where the break- 
through was to be made, though 
ostensibly retaining the principles 
of the opposite plan. This strategy 
succeeded. The establishment of 
the entire pian of operations was 
made easier for me, of course, by 
the measures adopted by the ene- 
my himself. 


Setting the Trap. 

For the concentration of the en- 
tire Anglo-French mechanized 
forces along the Belgian frontier 
made it appear certain the high 
command of the Allied armies had 
resolved to proceed into this area 
as rapidly as possible. Relying 
upon the powers of resistance of 
all the German infantry divisions 
employed in the operation, a blow 
directed at the right flank of the 
Anglo-French motorized army, 
must, in these circumstances, lead 
to the complete destruction and 
breaking up in fact probably of 
the surrounding enemy forces. 


As a second operation I had 
planned to aim for the Seine and 
Le Havre and also to secure a po- 
sition on the Somme and the Aisne 
from which the third attack could 
be made. This attack being intend- 
ed to advance across the plateau 
of Langres to the Swiss frontier 
with the heaviest forces. 

As a conclusion of the operations 
it was intended to reach the coast 
south of Bordeaux. The operations 
were carried out in accordance 
with this plan and in this order. 
If the commanders of the Ger- 
man army of yesterday was con- 
sidered to be the best in the world 
then; today it is worthy of at least 
the same admiration. In fact, suc- 
cess being the deciding factor -in 
the final evaluation, the command 
of the new German army must be 
accounted still better. 

On the 10th of May at 5:35 in 
the morning, two army commands 
in the command of Gen. Von Um- 
stedt and Gen. Von Beck, were 
ready for the attack. Their allot- 
ted task was to force their way 
through the enemy positions on the 
frontier and from the whole front 
to the North Sea to occupy Hol- 
land and advance against Ant- 
werp, to take Liege, above all to 
reach the Meuse with the vast de- 


fensive forces of the left wing to 
carry the crossing near Sedan with 
the main body of the tank and 
mechanized division as these opera- 
tions provided to force their way 
to the sea, closely following the 
canal and river system of the Aisne 
and Somme and collecting together 
all plane and tank and mechan- 
ized divisions. 

The Southern army under the 
command of Gen. Rundstedt was 
also allotted the important task, as 
the break-through proceeded to in- 
sure the covering of the left flank 
according to plans in order totally 
to exclude the possibility of a repe- 
tition of the miracle of the Marne 
in 1914. 

This tremendous operation which 
already decided the further course 
of the war and led, as had been 
planned, to the destruction of the 
main body of the French army 
and also of the whole British expe- 
ditionary force, throw a glorious 
light upon the German leadership. 


Paris Was Not Goal. 


The continuation of the opera- 
tions in the general directions of 
the Aisne were not under- 
taken in the first place with a view 
to taking Paris, but in oftier to 
obtain or secure suitable points 
for the commencement of opera- 
tions with the object of forcing a 
way through as far as the Swiss 
frontier. This enormous offensive 
operation was carried out accord- 
ing to plan, thanks to the brilliant 
conduct of all ranks, The change 
in the high command of the French 
army which took place in the mean- 
time was intended to reinforce the 
French powers of resistance and 
to turn the battle which had com- 
menced so unfortunately for the 
Allies in the direction in which 
they desired. As a matter of fact, 
it was found possible to proceed 
in many places with the new offen- 
sive of the German army only after 
the most desperate resistance had 
been overcome, Not only the 
courage but also the training of 
the German soldier were given 
here an opportunity of demon- 
strating their value. 

Paris fell, a crushing of the 
enemy resistance on the Aisne 
cleared the way for break-through 
to the Swiss frontier. In a tre 
mendous encircling movement the 
armies forced a passage behind 
the Maginot line which was itself 
being attacked at two points west 
of Saarbrucken and Neubreisach by 
the army group which had previous- 
ly been in reserve. Thus we were 
successful not only in completely 
encircling the tremendous front of 
French resistance but also of 
breaking it up into small units and 
enforcing France’s capitulation. 
These operations were crowned by 
the general advance of all German 
armies, the foremost points being 
taken by the unconquerable tank 
divisions and motorized divisions 
of the army with the object of de- 
stroying the broken up remnants 
of the French army or of occupy- 
ing French territory, the left wing 
being pushed forward for this pur- 
pose towards the mouth of the 
Rhone in the direction of Marseille, 
and the right wing across the 
Ruhr in the direction of Bordeaux 
and the Spanish border. 

On French Surrender. 


When Marshal Petain made an 
offer to the effect that France 
would lay down her arms, he was 
not relinquishing any forces which 
still remained intact, but was end- 
ing a situation which in the view 
of every soldier was quite unten- 
able. Only the blood-thirsty -dilet- 
tantism of Mr. Churchill enabled 
him either not to comprehend this 
or deny it against ‘his. better 
knowledge. In this war, the Ger- 
man infantry has once more shown 
itself to be what it always has 
been—the best infantry in the 
world. 

The border lines of the plan, ac- 
cording to which the air force was 
employed and the manner in which 
it adapted itself to the tactical 
demands of the moment, were out- 
standing. It is true that the suc- 
cesses achieved would have been 
impossible without the bravery of 
the army but any bravery of the 
army would have been in vain with- 
out the heroic efforts of the air 
force. Both army and air force 
deserve the highest praise.

CAIRO, Egypt, July 20 (AP).—A 
Royal Air Force communique to- 
day reported Italian air raids on 
Mersa Matruh, in Western Egypt, 
from Thursday through early yes- 
terday morning in which one Ital- 
ian bomber crashed in flames. 

Five of the crew were said to 
have died, while the wireless op-

British Digging Canal Between Gi- 
braltar Forts and Spain. 
ALGECIRAS, Spain, July 20 
(AP).—British forces at Gibraltar 


are digging a canal to isolate the 


fortress from the Spanish main- 
land and strengthen its defenses, 
it was learned here today. 

The canal runs from the Medi- 
terranean westward to Algeciras 
Bay, between the fortification and 
the neutral zone, at which point 
the peninsula is about three-quar- 
ters of a mile wide. 

The garrison expects substantial 
reinforcement in troops and more 
long-range runs. 


$100,000 Memorial f r Will Rogers.

(AP).—A $100,000 check has been 
presented to the Cedars of Leb- 
anon Hospital as an endowment 
for perpetuation of the memory of 
Will Rogers. Presentation was by 
Jean Hersholt, actor and president 
of the Motion Picture Relief Fund, 
at a dinner last night. Ten hos- 
pital beds for indigent actors will 
be maintained by the endowment, 
and another part of the fund will 
be used for construction of a clinic.

BULLITT TELLS OF 
HS CLOSECALLIN 
BOMBING OF PARI 


‘Dud’ That Nearly Hit 
Him Had Timing Device 
and Exploded Hour Later 


NEW YORK, July 20 (AP).— 
William Bullitt, United States Am- 
bassador to France, disclosed on 
his return from Europe aboard the 
Dixie Clipper today that his escape 
from a Nazi air bomb in Paris was 
narrower than first reports indi- 
cated. 

Censored dispatches described the 
bomb that dropped within 10 feet 
of Bullitt a dud. Today Bullitt 
revealed that the projectile was a 
time bomb which exploded an hour 
later, demolishing the room. 

“We were having lunch at the 
French Air Ministry office when 
we heard the air raid signal,” he 
said. “It didn’t occur to any of us 
that the Germans were going to 
bomb the inner circle of Paris, 
so we went out to the balcony to 
watch. We could not see the planes; 
they were so high. 

Sees Hospital Hit. 

“The first bomb landed in a va- 
cant field 100 yards in front of us. 
The second bomb demolished a 
small building closer to us—a 
French hospital—killing three sick 
men and injuring eight others, 
Then they started dropping all 
around us. 

“There were 23 bombs dropped in 
all, including some big ones. We 
concluded it was time to go to the 
basement, and it was about that 
time that a bomb came through 
the roof of our building and lodged 
in the ceiling without exploding. 
It was a time bomb and it went off 
an hour later, blowing the room to 
pieces. . . I heard that no one 
was killed.” 

Bullitt praised the 20 American 
women of his Embassy staff who 
refused permission to leave Paris 
and remained at their posts “al- 
though they had every reason to 
think they would be bombed out. of 
existence.” 

To Talk to Roosevelt. 

He said he had returned to con- 
fer with President Roosevelt and 
Secretary of State Hull after hav- 
ing been out of effective contact 
with Washington for more than 
five weeks. 

He explained that despite the war 
turmoil in France he had been able 
to communicate with United States 
officials most of the time, but not 
in the volume nor with the certain- 
ty and privacy necessary for the 
normal transaction of his duties.

Witnesses Say Maps, 
Charts of Public Facilities 
Were Obtained Through 
WPA Writers’ Project. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., July 20 (AP). 
—The Dies Committee on un-Amer- 
ican activities was told today that 
the Communist party has obtained 
information through ~which it could 
demoralize within a few hours the 
city of New York. 

Maps and photostats of every in- 
dustry essential to communication, 
transportation and life itself in 
that city have been obtained by 
the Communists through a writers’ 
WPA project, committee sources 
said it learned, 

Two investigators, George Hur- 
ley and Steve Birmingham, took 
the evidence before the commit- 
tee. 

Submitted material purported to 
show that the Communists have 
all vital information pertaining to 
the water supply, electricity, sub- 
ways, food and milk centers, pneu- 
matic tubes, railroads, gas sup- 
plies and bridges. 

Information will be checked by 
the committee, Representative 
Martin Dies of Texas, chairman, 
will go to New York to hold a 
hearing, it was announced. 

Sheriff Curtis P. Fox of El Paso 
told the committee yesterday that 
Communists had obtained recruits 
by promising “when the revolution 
comes” Mexican citizens will re- 
ceive the “land taken from them” 
by the United States. 

He -mentioned Texas, New Mex- 
ico and several other Southwest- 
ern states as the prizes to be di- 
vided. 

The Sheriff also laid before the 
committee a report he said had 
been given him of a meeting of 
Texas Communist leaders, 

This report, which he said came 
from a person who attended the 
meeting, identified numerous teach- 
ers and students of State schools 
as Communist party members.

Raids on Germany. 

The Air Ministry announced to- 
night that “last night our bombers 
attacked enemy airdromes and sea- 
plane bases along the coast of 
Northwest Germany and Northern 
Holland, 

“They bombed aircraft factories 
at Wismar on the Baltic coast, at 
Wenzendorf near Hamburg and at 
Bremen. 

“Oil plants at Bremen and Gel- 
senkirchen and railway communica- 
tions in the Ruhr and near the 
Dutch frontier also were attacked. 
Two enemy fighters were engaged 
by our bombers and severely dam- 
aged. 

“During the night, aircraft 
of the coastal command attacked 
the naval base at Emden and the 
port of Harlingen in Holland. Three 
of our aircraft are missing. 

“Two more enemy aircraft have 
been shot down by our fighters 
today, making four in all.” 


Description of Fights. 


Yesterday’s air fighting over the 

channel was described in a com- 
munique as follows: 
“The first big battle took place 
about noon, when nearly 70 Ger- 
man raiders attempted to bomb a 
convoy. In a few minutes the air 
was filled with battling aircraft as 
patrolling Hurricanes of the R. A. 
F. fighter command sped to the 
attack. 


“In the dogfight that followed 
three Hurricanes became separated 
from the rest of their squadron. 
Sighting a formation of about 20 
Messerschmitt 109 fighters’ the 
British pilots each singled out a 
Nazi machine and attacked. Two 
of the Messerschmitt 109’s were 
shot down, one diving into the sea 
in flames. 


“The thir. Messerschmitt 109 
was hit by one Hurricane pilot and 
then attacked by another Hurricane 
which fired several hundred rounds 
of machine gun bullets into it at 
close range. The crippled Messer- 
schmitt, rapidly losing height and 
with one wing on fire, was last 
seen only a few feet above the 
water. 

“While the airfights were in 
progress anti-aircraft shore bat- 
teries fired at Dornier bombers fly- 
ing near the coast. They shot 
down a Dornier 17 and several oth- 
ers appeared to be hit by shrapnel. 


Day’s Second Action, 


“In the second action, which took 
Place during the afternoon, more 
than 50 German bombers and fight- 
ers attempted to raid a south coast 
harbor. Six patrolling Hurricanes 
split up to engage the enemy. Three, 
however, were immediately  at- 
tacked by 12 Messerschmitts and 
the three other Hurricane pilots 
counter_attacked. 

“A sergeant pilot diving after a 
Messerschmitt found himself in the 
middle of a formation of about 10 
Junkers 87 dive bombers but he 
shot one down. 

“Three Spitfires chased two oth- 
er Messeerschmitts. Their reports 
state: 

“‘Fired three two-seconds bursts. 
Enemy went down.’” 

“‘Fired burst up to 75 yards 
range. Enemy went down.’” 
“Two Spitfire pilots saw 12 Mes- 
serschmitts at 13,000 feet. In spite 
of the fact that they were outnum- 
bered six to one the Spitfire pilots 
dived to attack. One chased his 
Messerschmitt down to 3000 feet, 
but had to break off the engage- 
ment when another Messerschmitt 
109 got on his tail. Turning about, 
the British pilot attacked the new- 
comer head-on and the Messer- 
schmitt was set on fire. 

“As the opposing fighters flashed 
by each other their wing tips 
touched, The Spitfire pilot felt his 
machine shudder and is confident 
that the Messerschmitt crashed into 
the sea.” 


Nazi Raider at Large. 
The British navy was confronted 
with a new problem when it was 
announced that a German sea 
raider is “at large in the Atlantic” 
after sinking two British merchant 
ships—the 5228-ton St. John and 
6433-ton Davisian—near the West 
Indies, 
The raider was believed by the 
Admiralty to be a converted mer- 
chantman.

“FOR THE DURATION.” 
Beginning today, strikes by British trade unionists 
are outlawed for the duration of the war. Any dis- 
putes that may arise will be settled by compulsory 
arbitration. 
Organized labor in the United Kingdom guarded 
nothing so jealously as the right to strike. It abomi- 
nated nothing so much as compulsory arbitration. 
Yet it seems safe to say that the new order will be 
»accepted with good grace. 
The French, who are supposed‘*to be more realistic 
than the English, made their major contribution to 
Hitler’s victory in mishandling this problem of labor 
in wartime. Their mistake is not being repeated. 
Where,they sought to increase production by decree, 
the English are increasing it by the democratic proc- 
ess of agreement and co-operation. 
Almost as important as putting Winston Churchill 
in 10 Downing Street. was the elevation of two im- 
mensely popular labor leaders, Herbert Morrison 
and Ernest Bevin, to Cabinet rank. While Morri- 
son’s activity had been largely political and admin- 
istrative, Bevin was a kind of English John L. Lewis. 
As head of the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union, he made its headquarters, Transport House in 
Smith Square, Westminster, the center of Trades’ 
Union Congress and Labor party activities as well. 
With this man as Minister of Labor, and with the 
specific promise that the restrictions are only for the 
duration, it was easy for the Government to appeal 
to the patriotism of British workers. With Bevin 
at the helm, and conscious of its vital importance in 
the new mechanized warfare as well as of the great 
strength of its own political party, British labor 
seems assured that there is no danger of an attempt

CURB TERRORISTS 


Consuls to Consider Plea 


Next Week—Use of U.S. 


Marines and _ English 


Troops One Possibility. 


SHANGHAI, July 20 (AP).—The 
Shanghai Municipal Council asked’ 


the foreign consular body today for 


aid to check “the present terrible 
wave of political crime which is de- 
stroying all confidence here and 
ruining Shanghai's reputation 
throughout the world.” 

One possible course of action by 


the Consuls, who form the highest 
authority in the International Set- 
tlement, would be a declaration of u 
state of emergency, under which 
foreign troops—especially Ameri- 
can marines and English soldiers— 
would be called out to help the 
municipal police patrol the city. 


The Consuls are expected to meet 


next week to act on the appeal, 
signed by W. J. Keswick, British 
chairman of the council, who listed 
recent terrorist attacks on Chinese 
and American newspaper writers 
and proprietors. 


Reporter Beaten. 
Only last night Hallett Abend, 


correspondent for the New York 
Times, was beaten in his apartment 
in Japanese-occupied Hongkew by 
two armed Japanese who seized a 
number of pieces of manuscript aft- 
er demanding all his “anti-Japanese 
writings.” 


United States Acting Consul-Gen- 


eral Richard P. Butrick protested 
today to the Japanese Counsul-Gen- 
eral, demanding an apology, com- 
pensation and assurance against 
repetition of the incident. Abend 
said it was the fourth time in three 
years that ruffians had broken into 
his home.

surance Co., both headed by C. V. 
Staff, one of the six Americans 
mentioned in Wang Ching-wei's or- 
der. 


Another of the Americans, Nor- 


wood F. Allman, is a director of 
Shunpao as well as a member of 
the Municipal Council.

MYSTERY SOLVED 


000 Fraud on Clothing 
Manufacturers. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 20. (AP) 
—Detectives announced today they 


shrinking suits, which they said 
had cost clothing makers at least 
$200,000. 

For years manufacturers puzzled 
over why trouser legs pulled up and 


topcoats suddenly became a size 
‘Smaller at little more than a sign 
of rain. The answer was disclosed, 
police said, with the arrest of three 
men, one the operator of a spong- 
ing plant which shrinks suiting for 
clothing makers from all parts of 
the country. 

Investigators found the “shrink- 
ing” had been done with a scis- 
sors, not a sponge, and said $5000 
worth of cloth had been recovered 
in a south Philadelphia home. 
They explained that the operator, 
instead of shrinking the _ cloth, 
merely snipped three yards—the 
normal shrinkage of sponging— 
from the end of each bolt and sent 
the rest back to the manufacturer. 

Another man relayed the odds 
and ends to a third, who sold them 
to small tailors.

EARS ago, when everybody 

knew that by “pie plant” you 

meant rhubarb, as though only 
this plant out of the whole plant 
kingdom made real pies, nobody 
had ever tasted rhubarb chiffon 
pie; and therefore nobody knew 
just what superlative pies rhubarb 
really did make. Chiffon pies are 
a modern invention, and the rhu-

This is a rea) summer 
pie, made of fresh fruit and mostly 
“baked” in the refrigerator. 
Rhubarb Chiffon Pie. 
(Cost about 26c.) 

One pound rhubarb; one and 
one-third cups sugar, one-half cup 
cold water, ore tablespoon plain 
gelatine, cne-half cup boiling wa- 
ter, two eggs, separated, one baked 
9-inch pie shell. 
Cut off leafy tops of rhubarb; 
scrub stems thoroughly, and cut in 
small pieces. Add sugar and one- 
fourth cup of the cold water; cov- 
er and simmer gently until rhu- 
barb is tender enough to fall apart, 
about 15 to 20 minutes. Soften 
gelatine in rest of cold water; add 
boiling water and stir until dis- 
solved. Beat egg yolks thoroughly; 
slowly stir in the hot rhubarb, then 
return to saucepan and cook two 
minutes, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat and stir in gela- 
tine. Cool and chill until mixture 
just begins to congeal; then beat 
the egg whites until stiff and fold 
thoroughly into rhubarb mixture. 
-Turn into the cooled baked pie 
shell and chill in refrigerator un- 
til firm. Serves five or six.

frozen foods presents no special 
problems. “Practically all prod- 
ucts may be put on to cook while 
still solidly frozen or immediately 
after partial thawing. Quick-frozen 
vegetables require only one-half 
to two-thirds as much time as 
fresh.” 
Vitamin A values in foods are 
conserved by storage at low tem- 
perature, out of contact with light, 
in a practically impervious package, 
conditions which should prevail in 
the case of quick-frozen foods until 
delivery to the consumer. No loss 
of this vitamin hag been observed 
in samples of peas held in storage 
for as long as 11 months at 40 de- 
grees. 
Vitamin B (thinamin) is not af- 
fected by the freezing per se but 
considerable loss may occur in the 
blanching of vegetables which have 
a tendency to lose vitamin Bl in 
cooking. To conserve vitamin Bl in 
quick-frozen vegetables, the blanch- 
ing time should be as short as is 
compatible with a product satis- 
factory in other respects, 
Little, if any loss of vitamin G 
(riboflavin) has been observed in 
the quick-frozen vegetables investi- 
gated, viz.: peas, lima beans, as- 
paragus and spinach.
